1 (amended) A flexible or semi-flexible packaging material with an oxygen barrier 
between 10 and 100 cubic centimeters of gas per square meter per day per 
atmosphere as measured according to ASTM D 3985 and a water vapor barrier 
between 100 and 1000 grams per square meter per day at 38°C and 90% relative 
humidity comprising 

(a) a layer of paper havifig a weight between 20 and 400 grams per square meter 



(b) a layer of ethylene^copolymer or grafted ethylene copolymer having a weight 
between 1 and 5>grams per square meter contacting layer (a), and
